T a Meeting of the Clergy of the Archdeaconries of 
A Clonfert and Kilmacduagh, held at St. Brandon's, Clonfert, on 
the 8th day of March, 1860, for the purpose of expressing their op- 
nion upon the Education Question in its present aspect, it was con- 
— in the address put forth by the Prelates, in the year 
1845, this language was used —" There was one (objection) upon the 

nt importance of which all were agreed. The Rule by 
which the Holy Scriptures were to be excluded from the Schools 
during the time of general instruction was treated by all as so fun- 
damentally objectionable that while this should continue to be the 
principle of the System they could not conscientiously connect their 
Schools with it, even though all the other grounds of opposition were 
taken away; and again—" The principle of the sufficiency of the 
Holy Scriptures as it is maintained by oar Church isa fundamental 
inciple of the most momentous importance,” and they agree that 
n connecting their Schools with the National System they would, in 
the eyes of young and old, be abandoning this principle. 

That upon a careful examination it appears that there 
has been no modification upon the part of the National Roard of Unis 
rule here pronounced to be fundamentally objectionable. 

Thirdly—That this being so, and going along. and fully agreeing 
wtih the Scriptural soundness of the views thus expressed by the 
Prelates in their address, we feel it impossible, under any circam- 
stances of difficulty, to connect our Schools with the Nationa!

MONEY MARKET AND COMMERCIAL 
INTELLIGENCE. 


(WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THE IRISH TIMES.) 
Dublin, 28th March, 1860. 

As might be expected, London prices did not improve 
to-day, but on the contrary they were lower, and had a 
weak and uncertain tendency. This, of course, is owing 
to the state of foreign politics, though we are led to be- 
lieve that the present sentiments of the British Cabinet 
were long sinceexpressed by them, and were known to | 
the Emperor of the French, while the general mass in 


this coun'ry, and even the members of the Legislature, 
were kept in perfect ignorance of the nature of the 
negociations going on between the two countries. This 
is causing great distrust; money, too, is becoming dearer 
and the demand ter. 

Although all the} different classes of Government 
Funds were dealt in to-day, they were not extensively 
so, and the market was weak, with a lower tendency, 
Consols for cash and account, and New Threes for 
cash, showing a fall of 4 since yesterday. Local 
Debentures were not done. Midland Great Western De- 
bentures of £1,000, at £4 per cent., having 11 years to 
run, were done at 15s. discount. Banking Shares were 
without change, with the exception of Nationals, which 
were done ata slight reduction, but are steady at the 


price. Bank Stock and Hibernians are rather offered. 
Buyers of Royals; Steam Shares were all good 
to-day. Atlantics rose to 29, and were buyers at 


this price at the close, as the explanations at the meeting 
held in London to-day will likely be deemed satisfactory. 
City of Dublin Shares and Shipbuilders were all in fair 
demand, and Steam Shares in general may be looked 
upon as firm ; in Mining Shares the quotations are in 
accordance with the state of the market in those securi- 
ties as given for the last week; Connorrees were still 
better, and have now touched 2s. 6d., or nearly 100 per 
cent. premium, and are in demand; Mining Company of 
Ireland Shares have fallen principally on account of the 
reduction in the price of copper ; Wicklow Coppers are 
steady at the previous quotation ; in Miscellaneous 
Shares no alteration from yesterday. 

There were more fluctuations in Railway and Railway 
Preference Shares to-day ; Belfast Junctions fell 5s., 
and are sellers ; Kingstown Stock rose 10s, and would 
have been taken; Wicklows show 1-16th decline, buyers 
at the price ; Dundalks are rather offered at the quota- 
tion, which shows a fall of 4; Great Southera and 
Western Stock was weak, and was done for a forward 
quotation at a reduction ; Midlands were done at an 
advance—as the price carries the dividend there is a fair 
demand for the shares ; Kilkennys were done at the 
previous quotation, and steady; Limericks were in 
demand and a higher price offered ; in other shares no 
change ; in Railway Preference, the only alteration was 
a full of 58. in Great Southern 4 per cent. Stock, which 
is, of course, affected by the increasing value in the rate

The New York Herald states that the recent silver 
discoveries in California are calculated to produce some 
effect on the money markets of the world.

Tun Dublin Water Works Bill (No. 2) is to be in- 
troduced to the House on Friday evening by no less 
a personage than Mr. Maguire, the member for 
Dungarvan. It is strange that if the Bill were a 
good and honest Bill it should not have been en- 
trusted to the members for the City of Dublin. If 
political differences so influenced the promoters of 
the Bill that they would not receive even a cup 
of cold water at he hands of Conservative members, 
could they not have found a better advocate than 
Mr. Maguire? Was there no member of weight or, 
influence in the House who could be induced to 
favour this new Lill? We know that Mr. Maguire 
has received a special blessing from the Pope, but 
that, after all, does not renderhim an infallible judge 
in a question of a Metropolitan water supply. 

This new Bill proposes that water should be con- 
veyed to the city by two routes. There is to be 4 
conduit communicating with the Grand Canal at the 
eleventh lock, in the parish of Clondalkin ; this is 
to admit the water into a reservoir partly in the 
parish of Tallaght, and partly in that of Crumlin, 
From this reservoir another conduit is to bring the 
water through Kimmage, Rathfarnham, Portobello, 
&c., and is to terminate in Upper Clanbrassil-street. 
So far for the South side of the city. 

For the supply of the North side, water is to be 
taken from the Royal Canal, at the twelfth lock, 
in the townland of Blanchardstown. This is to en- 
ter a reservoir close to Morgan's schools, in the 
parish of Castleknock, and is to be conveyed by a 
conduit to Cabra, and to terminate in Cabra road, 
opposite the Roman Catholic chapel. Provision is

CoMPARATIVELY few form an adequate idea of the 
dangers which beset those who go down to the sea 
“in ships,” or the loss of life and property annually 
caused by shipwreck on our own coasts alone. The 
sea swallowed up 1,645 lives last year, or mariners 
sufficient to man two first-ratcs. The loss in cargoes 
was £893,000, and in ships £870,000. As chips have 
left port and never again been heard of, and as some 
which have gone bodily left no record behind them, 
we cannot estimate the total loss at less than two 
millions. The loss of life during the year preceding 
was but 340, so that 1860 has been more fatal by 
1,300 lives than 1859. 

The wreck chart, published in the annual return 
of the Board of Trade, at a glance shows the extent 
of last year's disasters, and the places where they 
occurred. Various marks indicate total or partial 
loss, collision or other accidents, accompanied or not 
with loss of life. From Berwick, on the East coast 
of England, down to Beechy Head in the British 
Channel, the coast line is thickly studded with round 
black marks, which signify total loss. The pro- 
jecting headlands of Norfolk and Suffolk have been 
peculiarly fatal. From Beechy Head round to Pen- 
zance there have been comparatively few casualtics ; 
but fromthe Land's End up to Aberystwith, and 
from Bardsey Island to Morecombe Bay, the marks 
of death and loss are thickly studded. On the whole 
Irish coast there were but 99 casualities, against 
168 of the year preceding. The whole West coast of 
Ireland was, providentially, exempt from the fearful 
cyclone of the 25th of October, by which the Royal 
Charter was dashed to pieces on Anglesea Island. 

The causes which led to this accident are numer- 
ous— such asa deficiency of scientific knowledge on the 
part of chart and map drawers—want of practical 
knowledge on the part of captains, masters, and 
mates—incompetency of masters of trading vessels— 
carelessness or obstinacy of seamen--deficiency in 
lighthouses or beacons—and want of assistance from 
shore or other vessels. Bad look out” lost 83 
ships, “neglect of rule of road” caused the loss of 
78, while “inevitable accident is debited with 
the wreck of but 49. if anything is required to 
prove that greater care should be exerted in the se- 
lection of ship officers, it is found in the fact that 597 
ships under the command of officers not required 
by law to have certificates were lost; while but 217 
were commanded by certificated masters. 

It is satisfactory to learn that the means for pre- 
serving life from shipwreck have been largely in- 
creased during the last year. There are now 158 


life-boats stationed on the coasts of the United 
Kingdom; several new stations for the mortar and 


rocket apparatus have been established; and the 
result has been, that 2,332 lives have been saved 


last year, 
An interesting paper, by Rear-Admiral Fitzroy, 


appended to the report, points out some practical 
conclusions of great importance. Thus—* In a gale, 
which seems likely to be near the central part of a 
storm, that should be avoided by aship which has 
sea-room. A seaman, fucing the wind, knows that 
the centre is on his right hand in the Northern He- 
misphere, but on his left on the Southern, and is, 
therefore, informed how he ought to steer.” Another 
valuable result is, “ that Telegraphic communi- 
cation can give notice of a storm's approach to 
places then some hundred miles’ distance, and not 
otherwise forewarned.’’ 

It has been said, that the Celtic race dreads the 
sea. Ilow false this is may be proved, not only 
by the daring of such Irishmen as M‘Clure and 
M‘Clintock, but by the vast tide of emigrants who 
annually venture their lives almost upon a chance. 
We are informed that emigration was never more 
extensive than at present in the South and West. 
We are at a loss to ascertain what causes urge the 
Irish peasant to brave all the perils of the deep. 
Good wages, constant employment, and compara- 
tively light work, are to be had here by all; yet the 
peasantry take a four months’ voyage to Australia, 
where thousands are literally starving ; or cross the 
Atlantic, to the “ States” where they will have to 
work, under a climate infinitely more unhealthy 
than that of Ireland, at least twice as hard as they 
have ever worked here. When famine oppressed the 
land, and crops failed, and work was scarce, it was 
natural that the peasantry should try to escape to a 
less crowded and less afflicted country. But now, 
with almost every possible inducement to remain, the 
emall farmers and peasantry are undeterred by the 
occurrence of thirty wrecks a-week, and forget the 
Seripture lesson, Dwell in the land, and verily thou 
shalt be fed.”

Is it not a bargain ? e have madeit, and we 
are answerable for it. So let not the fond commercial 
public dream that there is any gain in the generalities 
of this document. “ Not exceeding” will never be read 
„less What the Emperor is not bound to give, that 
will he not give. Should the Treaty be found to work 
ever so injuriously to British interests, and should 
‘whole classes find themselves as much at fault as the 
myriads whom French bigotry once drove from her 
shores, there will be no escape. We have bound our- 
selves as much as — own subjects, and to an 
Emperor who can interpret a Treaty as well as a 
constitution. We have only to hope that the State 
attorneys who have drawn up the bond, and who as- 
sure us, with an easy, composing air, that all is right, 
understand the bond better than we do ourselves. 
Never was confidence more demanded or more readily 
given. Ifthe Treaty be indeed a deception, we are all 
egregious dupes, for itcannot be pretended we had no 
reason for suspicion. 

Cut we are far from asserting, or even suspecting, that 
the French Government throughout these transactions 
has said that which ie literally and absolutely untrue 
It did not intendto take Sivoy. It did not even de 
sire any addition of territory, or any reward for itself 
bevond the honoar of the achievement. We can 
readily understand that a brighter idea occupied the 
foreground of its hopes, in the shape of a Napoleonic 
dynasty, occupying the fairest regions of the liberated 
Peninsula. Failing this, and the prize in other hands, 
Savoy was a poor compensation. Compared with what 
might have been, there is nobody in all Europe who 
can so thoroughly echo the phrase “a worthless pro 
vince’ as its new owner. What is it to occupy the 
rugged steeps and icy threshold of Italy when a good 
claim had been established to its most spacious 
Courts and its fairest Halls? Savoy embodies a resig- 
nation rather than an intention. No one intends to be 
beaten in the race, and to see the prize wrested 
from his hands by the strength he himself has given 
ani the competitors he himself has qualified for the 
lists. In this sense Napoleon may stand excused to 
the British Government. S» far from ever desiring 
Savoy, he hoped for something very much better. 
Bat the excuse will hardly stand when we make eom- 
mon cause with Italy, and listen to the Emperor assur- 
ing us both that he desired no reward but the glory of 
liberating her. Had it been avowed from the first that 
France must have something solid either on one side of 
the Alps or the other, England, and perhaps Italy also, 
would have regarded with very different eyes the ad- 
vance of her armies. Whether it were Florence or 
Chambery, Leghorn or Nice, that France was known to 
expect for her share in the spoil---had any such ex- 
pectations been avowed last year, not Mr. Cobden him- 
self would have reconciled the British nation to a Com- 
mercial Treaty with the too faithful successor of the 
First Napoleon. 

We may agree with Mr. Bright in thinking France 
not much the stronger for the possession of a few 
mountain slopes” and 600,000 men. As to the people, 
we who sendout that number of emigrants in three or 
four years, with our best wishes for their welfare, and 
replace them as fast as they go, can hardly appreciate 
the feelings of a nation which raisesa 7+ Deum for that 
addition toits family. Nature does for us what annexa- 
tion seems hen á necessary to do for France ; and 
we have such a family of our own that we have not even 
the temptation to eke it out with kidnapping. As to 
the value of the site, as France for more than 
two thousand years has never found any diffi- 
culty in entering Italy when she pleased, she has 
not much bettered herself in this respect by the 
possession of Savoy. Like a good many other 
provinces, towards the Rhine, and even beyond, that 
territory has had, in the course of ages, at one time a 
French, at another time a foreign master. In these 
alternations we see nothing more than the existence of 
a mysterious law, which, like the tidal influences, keeps 
an ambitious and insurgent people within their prime- 
val bounds. France ever rises, and surges, and lashes 
the shore, filling inlet and creek, breaking against the 
cliff, and rolling over the wide strand. France rolls 
the tide of her army against mountain and plain, against 
river and lake—everywhere in the track of old 
victories and old defeats. Wait a while, and 
— shall see her always rolled back to her ancient 
umts, where she frets forever in the prison-house of 
her long ambition. Savoy will not help her to win the 
affections of the Italians, the only way to get their 
country just now; and we see no other good it can do 
her. But this is no reason why we should look with 
Mr. Bright's happy complacency on the barren con- 
quests of ambition. For the sake of France herself, we 
would wish to see her better employed than in teaching 
europe the doctrine of annexation, and making herself 
the object of universal distrust. They who least 
wish it will this distrust the most. Lord John Russell 
avowss, and looks forward to the time when we must 
look eleet here for faithful and generous allies. France 
has forfeited this character, and we are ourselves so 

much the weaker in the European scale,

ALARMING RIOT AND Loss OF LIFE AT 
CAMBERWELL. 
Shortly after*two o'clock on Tuesday morning the viel- 
nity of Thomas-street and Nelson -street, W yndham-road, 
Camberwell, was the scene of one of the most alarming 
riots that have taken place for many years amongst the 
Irish, and unfortunately one man has lost his life. For 
several days past there had been aseries of disturbances, 
but the riot of this merning was of a most serious na- 
ture. The immediate neighbourhood, for many years, 
has been what might be termed an Irish town. About 
the time above stated upwards of 200 Irish assembled, 
and some altercation took place, it is believed on 
religious subjects, which led to blows being struck, and 
eventually a general fight. At this juneture nearly 300 
more persons rushed from the different houses, armed 
with pickaxes, crowbars, sticks, and other formidable 
weapons,and shortly afterwards the riot assumed a most 
alarming aspect, the men running about like madmen, 
a large number having received injuries ; whilst some 
of them were lying in the roadways much injured. The 
screamirfg and shouting caused a number of persons from 
the surrounding peighbourhood to congregate near the 
scene of uproar, but none dared to interfere. In the mean- 
time a man was despatched to the police-station, and a 
body of the P division came to the spot; but it was 
found necessary to have a more powerful force, and a

“The Rev. Mr. Sill offered up an impressive prayer. 
The Chairman said—-Christinn in anticipatin 
the proceedings of this evening, it is ble that the 
thoughts of some two or three persons but I think 


not more—may have been thrown back to a considera- 
tion of meetings held in this place, of somewhat a simi- 
lar character, reaching back as far as twenty-four years 
ago. About that time a home mission was started, to be 
worked by a committee in Dublin, in connection with 
congregational churches in Ireland, and for about 
twelve years following that period it worked 
energetically and usefully in this country. Evangelists, 
trained by preparatory stadies in Dublin, were sent 
through country, preaching everywhere, and spread- 
ing the blessed Word of God wherever they could ob- 
tain a hearing, and sending forth the Divine m of 
free and full salvation to every sinner believing in Jesus 
Christ. They preached in schools, courthouses, and, 
sometimes, to hundreds in the open air, and that not 
without effect ; forthe Word of God never for any length 
of ume went forth returning void and without happy 
results. There are two axioms in regard to all efforts 
to do —y The one is real, honest-hearted labour for 
the glory of God and the good of men; for the 
man who lays himself out to serve God and 
his fellow-creature may rely upon it that his 
labour will never be in vain. But anotheraxiom which 
I think is equally true is, that every one who attempts 
to do good in anything on an extensive scale must 
count upon meeting with a good deal of disappoint- 
ment, anxiety, and opposition. This has held good 
with all our great social reforms. You all well recol- 
lect that the abolition of the slave trade was not ac- 
complished until after nineteen years of Parliamentary 
battling, and all our great missionary institutions 
have likewise obeyed this law; all have had their 
times of trial previous to their success and triumph. 
The Christianisation of the South Sea Islands 
was preceded by twelve yeurs of apparently 
hopeless toil. Now, the little doing here had 
somewhat of the same subjection to this law, as we may 
call it. After several years of useful labour, circum- 
stances occurred, which it is not necessary, however, 
to enter into now, that did pot destroy the work, but 
which for a time took its direction into other hands. 
Some years passed over, and then, at the request of 
Christian men, not merely Congregationalists and Irish- 
men, the work was resumed, and amongst the first were 
a Scotchman and an Irishman. But I cannot pass over 
that first attempt without saying that there was no man 
who, amidst that period of labourand of anxiety and 
of difficulty, showed more indomitable faith and perse- 
verance than our venerated and tried friend, Dr. Ur- 
wick, who, in addition to the duties of his pasto- 
rate, was, par excellence, the working man of the 
society, and that, too, gratuitously. (Hear, hear.) 
He Was the theological instructor of the students who 
were to be our future missionaries, and the prime help 
in the matter. (Hear.) Well, better times have come. 
A second attempt has been made. We began upon a 
small scale, with some of the neglected parts of the 
population of Dublin, and there is ample evidence that 
the efforts of our agents themselves had really not been 
in vain. There are individual instances of the 
effect of theic labours. After a few further remarks 
the chairman concluded amid applause. 

The Rev. J. Manly then read an abstract from the 
report, which is itself of considerable length, and will 
be published by the committee tor circulation. 

At the —2 Mr. R. N. Pollock read the state- 
ment of accounts. 

The Rev. John Hands was then introduced to the 
meeting by Dr. Urwick, who took occasion to remark 
that he was one of their old, respected, and tried friends 
who, although having claims upon him elsewhere, yet 
sympathised warmly with them in Ireland, and lent his 
kindly aid and countenance to their labours. (Hear, 
hear.) 

The Rev. Gentleman then came forward, and said that 
he had attended there that evening, not so much for 
the 1 of speaking as to hear and listen. His 
kind friend Dr, Urwick, had placed a resolution 
in his hands, and had told him he should say something 
upon it. Ile (Mr. Hands) would not trouble the meet- 
ing with a long speech, for his time for speechifyin, 
had passed ; however, he could not avoid expressing the de- 
light he had feltin listening to the very interesting report 
just read. The Almighty had, indeed, been very gracious 
to that society since its commencement. As the chair- 
man had said in his introductory remarks, there had 
been 1 difficulties, trials, and a degree of disappoint- 
ment aud darkness in the beginning, but gradually light 
sprang up, and God had favoured them witha very consi- 
derable amount of success. Part of the resolution he had to 
move was expressive of their gratitude towards a benign 
Maker for that success. The resolution is as follows: — 
“ That the report now presented be adopted, printed, 
and circulated, under the direction of the committee ; and 
that this meeting give thanks to God for what has been 
done in the past year, and for the prospect of extending 
usefulness.” They had real cause for thankfuiness 
and praise to the Lord, for the many great things He had 
done for that society. He would congratulate them on 
the number of excellent agents who were everywhere 
engaged on their behalf; he would congratulate the so- 
ciety on the abundant help which had been provided in 
England and eleewhere, and the sympathy manifested 
be Christian friends throughout Ireland; and he would 
also congratulate them upon the zealous labours which 
had been expended upon it by their two esteemed 
and res; ected secretaries, Dr. Urwick and Mr. Hanley, 
who, he was sure, entered into the work with all their 
heart. (Hear, hear.) But there was something more 
to be done than employing agents and providing funds, 
They should aid not only by contributing to the funds 
of the society, and supporting its agents, but by becom 
big missionarics themselves Every Christian man 
ought to be a missionary, and every Christian woman 
too, and they should consider it their privilege to do 
what they could to serve the cause of Christ, and to save 
the souls of those who satin darkness. How many 
were there in that populous city who were in as bad a 

osition—perchance worse—than most of those poor 
lindoos! Could they see them sitting in darkness ? 
Could they see them living in ignorance, and not try to 
do something for the salvation of their souls? If they 
loved the Saviour, they should do all they could to snatch 
them as brands fromthe burning. But this labour should 
be done affectionately, for by means of kindness much 
more could be effected than by compulsory means, They 
ought to bear in mind the words of the Apostle James, 
“ Brethren, if any one among you err from the truth, and 
goes unconverted, let him know he that converteth the 
sinner shall save a soul from death, and cover a multi- 
tude of eins.“ (Applause.) 

The Rev. J. W.M' Aseey, of Cork, seconded the resolu- 
tion. Ile observed that thus far the society seemed to re- 
commend itself to every man's heart and feelings, and 
to demand loudly for every man's co-operation, Ii 
applied to the wound of humanity the only remedy 
which experience taught was applicable to the case 
He thought the circumstances of Irland at that time 
were very favourable, promising, and encouraging. 
There was even in Popery itself that which led them 
to think that the day was not far off when the mighty 
Man of Sin would perish from the globe. Vopery was 
built upon a split rock, and every addition to it but 
tended to weaken its stability. There were very 
hopeful signs in the times. Ile had heard the 
President of the Cork College giving utterance 
to sentiments in regard to this matter, which 
did credit to him as a man ; and even the Attorney. 
General, at the recent election, expressed his willingness 
to submit to the Pope in all spiritual things, but had de- 
termined to use his power, as fur as possible, to prevent 
his interfering with temporal affairs. ‘This was one of 
the signe of the times. They had all heard of the 
wonderful wail of the revival, which was rolling itselt 
Southward into some dark spots there, where weekly, 
daily, and hourly, there were creatures crying nightly to 

‘od. What was to be done under those car, 
cumstances’ How were they ta act? They 
were to support every organisation that constitu 
ted itself for the general welfare of men, and to prevail 
upon others to co-operate with them. The rev. gentle- 
man addressed the meeting at some further length, and 
concluded by seconding the resolution, which was put 
from the chair and carried. 

The Rev. R. Sewell, of Derry, moved the second re’ 
solution, in these terme — That considering the ante 
cedente, characteristics, and consequences of the revival 
of religion in this country begun last year, and still in 
rogress, we feel that it becomes us to wonder, adore, 
and lové,and to betake ourselves with new confidence, 
courage, and hope, to the important work of this Home 
Mission.” After having apologised for want of prepa-

The market be- 
came inundated with hosts of spurious articles, heralded by 
high-sounding announcements, and accompanied by pro- 
mises impossible of realisation. With the farmer it became 
a matter of difficulty to discriminate between the genuine 
and the fictitious article; and the exercise of unaided skill 
too often eventuated in a wrong selection, with its vexatious 
consequenees of disappointment and loss. 

It is unnecessary for us to dwell upon the benefits which 
your exertions to expose these impositions have conferred 
upon the agricultural public. The results ef your labours 
are already embodied in the agriculture of the country. and 
felt in the profite of improved husbandry. Your exertions

There were three points in the re- 
port to which their attention was drawn, viz.—the 
gifts, the loans, and the efforts made for the spiritual 
improvement of those to whom the loans had been given. 
The society gave small sums to distressed Protestants 
when recommended by the clergy of their parish, or by 
other clergymen of the“ household of faith” known to 
them. Those not in the habit of visiting the cottages 
and rooms of the poor could hardly form an idea of the 
distress which they endured, and which was frequently 
brought on by circumstances over which they had no 
control. When sickness entered a family, and when 
its head was laid low, their little earnings were soon 
wasted, and they speedily became poor. They might 
succeed in getting small assistance from the parish; but, 
even if they did, it might be insufficient for their relief, 
and then their society stepped in and gave them a help- 
ing hand. Sometimes an artisan found great benefit in 
obtaining a small sum wherewith he could procure im- 
plements, or supply his immediate wants, after that his 
means had beer exhausted. He could mention one 
circumstance out of many which would illustrate the 
workings of the society. A poor woman, who had 
been very much reduced by circumstances for which 
she could not account, wanted the means to set up as 
washerwoman. She went to him, and having given 
her a little assistance, he recommended her to the so- 
ciety, and from the aid she received she was enabled to 
setup a little establishment as she desired. The loans, 
too, were a very important feature of the society, and 

he was glad to learn, upon inquiry, that they had, gene- 
rally speaking, been punctually paid. The committee, 
too, continued to avail themselves of the opportunities 
afforded them, while extending temporal relief, to direct 
their attention to the eternal welfare of the recipients, 
by inquiring whether they engaged in family prayer, 
and whether they sept their children to Scripture 
Schools, and he had to thank the committee for this 
course. In this way, also, they had an opportunity to cir- 
culate religious tracts, which so much conduced to the 
furtherance of this end. For these reasbns he most 
heartily supported the adoption of the report. 
Mr. A. Saurin sevonded the resolution, which passed 
unanimously. 
Mr. Joy,Q.C., LL.D, rose to propose the second reso- 
lution :—*“ That the success of the labours of this associa- 
tion hitherto, and the prospect of increased utility arising 
from increasing subscriptions, call forth our heartfelt 
gratitude to — 1 God, under whose blessing we 
desire to continue and extend our efforts to the honour 
of His Name, and the relief of the distressed brethren 
of the ‘ household of faith. Mr. Joy said the society which 
they had met to su was one which particularly recom- 
mended itself to estants of the present time. It was 
called an Association for the Relief of the Distressed 
Protestants of Dublin, and, he believed he might fairly 
add, of the persecuted Protestants of Dublin, who had 
to submit to a silent but persevering persecution, of 
which those knew but little who had not made inquiry 
into the matter. They might truly say of them, in the 
words of the poet— 
The tide of time flows fast with them, 
The ever forward flowing tide of time ;” 
and if, in their sorrows and troubles, they could not 
have their sympathy and help, to whom were they to 
look? Were they to look to the Roman Catholics 
among whom they were scattered? Well, strange to 
say, the Roman Catholics did look after them, and in 
their distress and desperation, when abandoned by those 
who ought to be the first at their side, they often, one 
by one, and to a greater extent than many were aware, 
fell into the jaws of Popery. (Hear, hear.) ‘The priests 
made no noise about this matter. They were wise in 
their generation. But Protestants would not believe 
these facts, and turned a deafeartothem. They busied 
themselves too much in relation to some cases of 
conversion from Popery, to think it possible that there 
were any perversions to it, and so they went on from 
day to day. (Hear, hear.) This wasasubjectto which 
every Protestant should give his serious attention in the 
present juncture of affairs. The habit, too, which pro- 
vailed among some poor Protestants, of neglecting to 
attend the temple of God, was very unfortunate, for it 
tended to withdraw them from the notice both of the 
clergy and of the laymen, and the consequence was that

They should not 
be satisfied with the fact that they had not gone back 
during the last year, for that, at best, was only a nega- 
tive sort of praise. Excelsior should be their motto, 
as was the motto of other societics. There was a Latin 
phrase much quoted which he did not like, namely—,or 
et preterea nilul. He much preferred the expression, ror 
et preterea argentum. (Laughter.) But, in such a so- 
ciety as theirs, which offered so ample a field for the 
exercise of a truly Christian spirit, and for the energy 
of the whole church, there was no reason why the cha- 
ritably-disposed should not come forward and liberally 
support it. (Hear, hear.)

RELIGIOUS MEETING IN THE METROPOLITAN 
ALL. 


On Monday evening last, a very large and important 
religious meeting, was held in the above-named hall, for 
the purposes of engaging in devotion and praise, when 
the large room was well filled in every part, by a most 
respectable congregation. On the platform were— 

the Rev. Tuomas Scorr in the chair— 

the Revds. J. Hunter, John Hall, H. M‘Mullen, Thomas 
Little, and one or two others whose names did not tran- 
spire. The proceedings were commenced with praise, 
after which the chairman called upon 

The Rev. J. Hunter to make a few statements in con- 
nection with the late Revivals down in the North, That 
tleman said that no less than 100,000 souls had been 
added to the churches throughout the province of Ulster 
in consequence of the late revivals down in that province, 
He had travelled about 120 miles upand down, among 
the different parishes, and he could state, for a cer- 
tainty, that the work of conversion had been going on 
there most marvellously. Souls had been added to the 
churches at the rate of 1,000 aday. After a few more 
apropos remarks bearing upon the subject, but ofa purely 
— character, the rev. gentleman concluded by 
engaging in prayer, and supplicating blessings upon the 
whole of the inhabitants of this city. 

The Rev. II. M'Mullen engaged in supplications for 
the emancipation of Italy, its priests and people, from 
the errors of their present superstitious faith, and that 
they may be converted to the truth, as taught in the 
apostolic and two succeeding ages. 

The Rev. John Hall next besought the Divine favour on 
all the recently “awakened” and “converted’’ ones in the 
city and county of Cork ; and that all bearing witness 
to the truth in their conversation, and lives in that city 
and county, might also be protected and blessed from 


The Rev. Thomas Little implored an increase of 
family devotion throughout Dublin; and also that with- 
in every household throughout the city, nomatter how- 
ever humble or lowly itmay be; nor whether it stands 
in the noblest squares, or the poorest and darkest alleys, 
it may have a spiritual altar in it to the Lord; not one 
erected of wood or stone, but one existing in the hearts 
and minds of its inmates, for the sacrifices of a“ broken 
and contrite heart” will only be acceptable unto the 
Lord. 

Several very beautiful hymns were sung by the con- 
gregation, and carefully selected portions of Holy Writ 
read by the clergymen on the platform, during the even- 
ing. The proceedings were brought to a close by sing- 
ing and prayer, about half-past 9 o'clock. 
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LICENSED GROCERS’ AND VINTNERS’ 
SOCIETY. 
The usual weekly meeting of the members of this 
body was held yesterday, at their rooms, William- 
street 
Mr. WILLIAM (Abr in the chair. 
Being quarter day for the Joint-Stock Branch of 
the Society, the members were engaged for a corsider- 
able time in the investigation of the accounts for the 
past three months, striking committees, &c. The ac- 
counts appeared to give general satisfaction, the 
amount lent being considerably in excess of any pre- 
vious quarter, without any loss whatever attendant 
thereon. 
The Secretary stated, as they would hold their ge- 
neral quarterly meeting on next Wednesday, he would 
hold over some matters he intended bringing before 
the meeting till then. 
Subscriptions were handed in from Messrs, Edward 
J. Armstrong, James Moffatt, and Martin Bourke. 
Mr. James Gilligan moved,and Mr. Thos. Monks 
seconded, that the following persons be appointed 
auditors for the present year—James Gilligan, Thomas 
Monks, James O'Grady, William Dwyer, and Martin 
Bourke.—Passed unanimously. 
Mr. Carey drew the attention of the meeting toa 
matter which, hestated, occupied his attention for some 
time. When framing the rules of the society, which 
were duly registered in December, 1856, a certain time 
was allowed members who were then in arrear to pay 
up those arrears, otherwise they would cease to be 
members. He said a very large proportion of those so 
circumstanced availed themselves ot the extension. thus 
given, and paid offall arrears. There were, however, 
some persons who neglected doing so, and were not 
now eligible to come in, except as new members. He 
(Mr. Carey) thought this might be, in some measure, 
remedied by a little relaxation of the rules, the more 
particularly as some of those members assisted at the 
formation of the society, and gave it valuable support 
when it stood in much need of it. He would not, at 
present, move any resolution on the subject, but threw 
it out for the consideration of the meeting. (Hear, 
hear.) 

A discussion on the subject ensued, in which most 
of the members took part; and it was finally decided that 
the matter be submitted to the general committee for 
consideration. 

The Secretary referred, at some length, to the strong 
and energetic measures taken by their fellow-traders 
in England, to defeat the obnoxious measure 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, for the indiscriminate 
granting of licences. Ile described the arguments of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer in its favour as the 
weakest he had ever known a public man use Under 
similar circumstances. Mr. Gladstone (he said) had 
used one of the strongest arguments egainst his own 
measure when he told the House of Commons that 
only 25,000 out of 63,000 persons licensed to sell spirits 
in England took outa licence to sell wine. The reason 
was obvious —they had no necessity for such licence, but, 
most assuredly, every one of them would be only too 
glad to do so, the moment any demand sprung up for 
the article. Another matter that should make Mr. 
Gladstone pause before he pushes forward this great 
project of his: there have been upwards of one thousand 
— presented against the measure, whilst there 

as not been a solitary one in its favour. He (the 
secretary) was convinced that there were not fifty per- 
sons who bestowed any attention on the matter, but 
believed the measure was one of the most dangerous 
character to the community. (llear, hear.) 

The meeting, after transacting some routine business, 

shortly afterwards adjourned,

Mr. M‘Farlane then said he begged to return his 

best thanks to Mr. Butler and Mr. Arkins, for the tone 

and manner in which the proposition had been made. 

There was a heartiness in the expressions of both gen- 

tlemen which he could only say went to his heart.

Mr Robt. Long seconded the motion. 

Mr. Arkins opposed the motion. losteal of be- 
lieving Mr. John Norwood deserving of the praise 
just bestowed upon him, he believedthat no man 
had ever filled their vice-chair more inefficiently. 
(Oh, oh, and marke of general disapprobation). They 
had for years a most excellent vice-chairman (Dr. 
brady), but Mr. Norwood had displaced him, although 
he had but little knowledge of the working of the 
board. Ile gave very little attention to his duties ;

Arkins’ own party, that the supplemental rate was im- 
sech ' 

' Mr. Arkins—You struck a rate £4,000 less than we 
wanted. (Oh, oh.) 

Mr. Thorp—And now we have £3,000 more than we 
want. (Hear, hear.) 

After some further angry discussion, a division was 
called for upon the motion whether a vote of thanks 
should be passed to the vice-chairman or not, which re- 
sulted in 12 votes for the resolution and 2 against it,

Tle did not expect, after the course which he had taken 
for several years, that Mr. Arkins would have joined in 
it. (lear, hear.) Ile believed, as an independent man, and 
as addressing independent men, that if Mr. Arkins 
had joined in it, it would have been an act condemna- 
tory of him as a public man. (Lear, hear.) He had met 
him at that board, year after year, and had defeated him; 
and he promised him that he would defeat him again. 
He stood before them as one who had changed the con- 
stitution of that rd, and he did so for the benefit of 
his fellow-citizens, and of the ratepayers at large. He 
was not ashamed to stand before his — and 
receive the condemnation of Mr. Arkins. He had been 
accused on three points, First—That he was inefficient 
as a guardian; and that he did not deserve the thanks 
of his fellow-citizens ; but he appealed to the over- 
whelming majority by which he had been returned as a 
proof that he possessed their confidence, not- 
withstanding that every engine of opposition which 
could be put in requisition had been used against him. 
Mr. Norwood then proceeded to vindicate himself 
against the other charges made by Mr. Arkins, and said 
he flung back with contempt the assertion that he 
j belonged to 1 party disposed to curtail the dietary 

necessary for the poor; but he was proud of being 
one of that party by whose exertions the assessed rates 
had been reduced from £31,000 to about one-third of 
at sum. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Flanagan proposed a vote of thanks to Captain 
Wisdom, the deputy-vice-chairman. 

Mr. Cosgrave seconded the motion, which was 

Mr. Arkins proposed a vote of thanks to Captain 

Robinson, the returning-oflicer. 
Mx. J. J. Butler, and other Guardians, suggested 
that, as the election was not over, and as Captain Ro- 
binson was but a short time connected with the board, 
the proposition, was premature. 

Some discussion followed upon this subject, after 
which the resolution was passed. 

Captain Robinson said he did not expect that the vote 
of thanks would have been proposed, nor that a discus- 
sion would have been entered into respecting the aflairs 
ofthe union, However, he begged to return his thanks 
for the compliment which had been paid him.

DUBLIN AND BELFAST JUNCTION RAILWAY 
COMPANY. 

A special meeting of the above company was held 
yesterday, at twelve o'clock, for the purpose of confirm- 
ing, in accordance with what is termed the “ W harn- 
cliffe Order,” a resolution previously come to, by which 
the directors were empowered to take a lease of the 
Banbridge Junction Railway. A resolution was passed 
to the effect, that the meeting approve of the bill now 
before Parliament, which had for its object the leasing 
of the Banbridge line to the Belfast Junction Company, 
the terms of the lease being for 21 years, at an annual 
rent of £2,000. 

In reply to a question of Mr. Harden's, the chairman, 
John Barlow, Esq, stated, that though the meeting was 
strictly confined to formal business, he had no difficulty 
in answering any questions which might be put to him. 
Unwarranted and unfounded reports had been circu- 
lated with respect to the stability of the Boyne Viaduct; 
but he could assure the meeting, after the most careful 
investigation, that in the opinion of the directors, the 
structure was now as safe as the first day it was 
opened for public traffic. (Hear hear). Mr. Hawkshaw, 
the eminent English engineer whom the company had 
consulted, would be over here the first week in Haster, 
and the directors would be most happy to publish his 
rep wrt on the state of the Boyne Viad-et.

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY AND INSOLVENCY~ 
YreTReRDAY, 
(Before the IIon. Judge Lynch.) 
in re William Hanley. 

In this matter the insolvent had been a commission agent 
in Cope-street, in partnership with Mr. Louthall, who ab- 
sconded in March 1859, taking with him, according to the 
statement of the insolvent, a considerable amount of the pro- 
perty, in consequence of which his (iusolvent's) embarrass- 
ments were created, 

Mr. Levy, with Mr. M‘Nally, appeared for the insolvent. 

Mr. D. C. Heron, I. I. D., opposed his discharge, on the part 
of Mr. Reeves, a solicitor. The ground of opposition was 
that the insolvent, when he was unable to meet his engage- 
ments, had entered into an arrangement with his creditors, 
and transferred to trustees for their benefit the whole of his 
stock, value £440, In April, 1659, the trust deed was carried 
out, Mr. Reeves acting as the insolvent’s solicitor, Subse- 

uently the stock was re-transferred to the insolvent, upon 

Ir. Reeves becoming security for its value, and he (insol- 

vent) waste have paid over the amount realised by the 

sale of the goods to Mr. Reeves, who now contended that this 

had not been done, but that the goods had been sold by the

The 
trustees got the benefit, and he did not receive a single 
farthing. 

Judge Lynch, in delivering judgment, strongly censured 
the conduct of the insolvent, and said he considered the 
complaint of. Mr, Reeves a very serious one, involving a 
breach of contract on the part of the insolvent towards that 


gentleman. Under all the circumstances of the case, he 
would remand him for 12 months from the date of his 
committal.

TUF FRENCH MAIL SERVICE. 

By the acceleration of the Mail Service between 
England and France, to commence May Ist, all letters 
from Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds, Bradford, and the 
provinces, posted for the night mail to London, will 
reach Paris the following evening in time for delivery, 
and, if beyond Paris, in time for despatch by evening 
mails, 

The day mail from Paris will afford the same ad- 
vantages on this side. Continental letters will be 
delivered in the provinces next morning, instead of in 
the afternoon. The day mail to and from Paris will 
perform the journey in 10 hours, instead of 15 
hours. Reductions are ordered in the number of 
persons not employed in the permanent establishment 
of Woolwich dockyard, and 450, forming one-half the 
entire number, are to be gradually discharged. The 
permanent staff will suffice for the new ships just 
ordered to be built.
